Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  for  1898,  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  general 
heal tli  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  Fleckney,  has  been  good.  The  Death 
return  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  and  as  the  mortality  in  Fleckney  amounts 
to  more  than  a  quarter  of  the  whole  number  of  deaths,  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  the 
remainder  of  the  District  presents  an  unusually  healthy  return. 

[  beg  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  action  of  the  Board  on  the 
8th  February,  1898,  giving  me  power  to  take  what  steps  are  considered  necessary  for 
Isolation  and  providing  sufficient  staff  in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox.  At  the 
same  time  I  must  urge  the  claims  of  Vaccination,  the  benefit  of  which  cannot  be 
over-estimated. 


In  January  a  public  enquiry  with  regard  to  the  Kibworth  Sewerage  Scheme 
was  held  by  Colonel  Marsh,  R.E.,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  at 
lvibworth,  since  which  time  the  Scheme  has  been  adopted,  and  the  work  will  be  soon 
commenced. 


BIRTHS  and  DEATHS. 


The  total  number  of  Births  in  the  District  was  165.  Total  number  of 
Deaths  100 — 54  males  46  females — 40  of  this  number  being  over  65  years  of  age, 
the  infant  mortality  under  one  year  of  age  being  78'78  per  1000  births. 

The  Death  Rate  per  thousand  was  14’66. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  thousand  was  24'19. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Three  cases  of  Scarlatina  in  one  house  came  under  my  notice  at  Sineeton 
Westerby,  in  February,  they  were  all  of  a  mild  type.  Steps  were  taken  immediately 
for  isolation  and  disinfection,  and  no  further  cases  occurred.  No  local  cause  could  be 
found. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Typhoid  during  the  year,  and  that  was  imported 
from  a  neighbouring  district. 

MEASLES. 

Large  epidemics  of  Measles  occurred  at  Husbands  Bosworth,  Lubenham, 
Foxton,  Gumley  and  Fleckney,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  schools.  The  epidemic 
at  Fleckney  was  of  a  most  malignant  type,  no  fewer  than  seven  deaths  occurring 
from  this  cause  in  that  place. 


WATER. 

Your  Board  has  been  largely  occupied  during  the  past  year  with  the 
Water  Supply  of  the  District.  1  am  glad  to  state  that  in  two  villages,  Foxton  and 
Cranoe,  a  good  and  sufficient  supply  has  been  provided.  I  made  an  exhaustive 
enquiry  into  the  water  supply  at  Fleckney,  and  found  the  supply  not  only  deficient 
in  quantity,  but  generally  poor  or  bad  in  quality  ;  \  presented  a  report  to  your 
Board,  who  forwarded  it  to  the  Parish  Council  of  Fleckney  for  consideration  Since 
the  report  was  presented  in  the  Autumn,  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  tins 
village  during  the  early  part  of  1<S99.  Considering  the  high  rate  of  mortality  in 
Fleckney  and  its  general  unhealthy  condition,  I  trust  your  Board  will  endeavour  to 
find  a  sufficient  and  good  supply  of  water  to  that  village  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  regular  visits  to  the  whole  of  the  District  have  been  made 
bv  me  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  all  matters  with  regard  to  the  Public 
Health  have  been  regularly  reported  at  your  monthly  meetings.  The  general  Sanitary 
Condition  of  your  District  is  good,  no  cases  of  insanitary  dwellings  or  overcrowding 
have  come  under  my  notice  during  the  past  year.
